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Editorially Sneaking 


Vance Havner, well-known gospel preacher, wrote, “The greatest mission 
field is the membership of the average church. A missionary to church mem- 
bers is in order these days. Our greatest church problem is not more money, 
buildings or members. The most urgent business before us is not even 
missions or evangelism. It is repentance and revival within the local church!” 


Do these words strike home to you? They did to me. 


How easy it is for us to become stirred when the preacher talks about 
missions and evangelism. We-are caught up in the fire and enthusiasm of these 
programs. And then how easy to feel we are succeeding for God when we 
build bigger churches, raise more money and have larger crowds. These are 
important, but there is something more vital. 


It seems Brother Havner pointed straight to the problem when he spoke 
of revival in the local church. This is what we need and a church that main- 
tains this revival finds all these other matters falling neatly into line. 


It seems to me we can go one step further. There is, in the need for on-fire 
churches, Christians that have a continual revival in their hearts. In the final 
consideration, it is individuals that make up the church; and if these individuals 
lack spiritual power, so does that church. 


That makes this entire matter a personal one. We have no right to even 
concern ourselves with church revival if we are not first revived personally. 
Nor do we dare point our finger at any church member and declare his spiritual 
need if we have similar needs. 


The first step, therefore, to church revival is a revival within our own 
heart. It is then that “all these things shall be added unto you.”

and He will bring that straying child 
back to Father’s ee and Salvation. 

I am constrained to bring a word of 
exhortation, a note of warning to the 
careless, godless, pleasure loving 
mother. The mother who feels no 
spiritual responsibility in introducing 
her child to the Saviour. The mother 
who is too selfish to take the responsi- 
bility of training her children. It is not 
a work of a day, nor even a year, but it 
is a continuous job of love, discipline, 
restrained understanding and _ guid- 
ance. 

If a child is not taught to respect 
and keep the laws of home and the 
demands of a loving Christ, how can 
they be trained to respect the laws of 
the land and the demands that a lov- 
ing Saviour makes upon their lives. 
If mothers do not teach them about 
God and His love, how can they ex- 
pect any one else to do it. They can- 
not shirk their responsibility and re- 
main guiltless. 

May I quote a paragraph from Peter 


Marshall’s sermon given on Mothers 
Day, called, “The Keeper of the 
Springs”. 

He says: 

“In heathendom women were crush- 
ed. The first thing Christianity does 
is to lift womankind. Christ accorded 
woman with new dignity and crowned 
her with new glory. 

Women were respected, revered and 
loved. It remained until the Twent- 
ieth Century. She became dissatistied 
and cried for equality. Before this she 
had been superior. She had to step 
down to become equal. 

Now the Twentieth Century women 
take the right to: smoke like a man, 
drink like a man; dress like a man, 
work like a man and act like a man. 

Today we call it progress. Tomor- 
row we may not. It is not progress 
when moral tone is lowered. It is not 
progress when purity is not sweet. It 
is not progress when womanhood has 
lost her sweetness. Whatever it is, it is 
not progress. 

We hear about beautiful women, 
smart women, career women, talented 
women, but the world has enough 
women who know how to be smart, 
brilliant and popular, the world needs 
women, simple, brave and pure. 

Why teach your child to say prayers, 
if you never pray yourself? 

Why teach them to be truthful, if 
you tell social lies? 

Why teach your child to love their 
neighbors and respect the pastor of 
the church, if they hear you criticise 
your pastor?”

Jochebed: The mother of Moses in 
spite of the influence of the court and 
Pharoah, her influence was so strong. 
She put in the heart of Moses, her son, 
the courage to defy Pharaoh’s court 
and take his stand for God’s chosen 
people. 


Deborah: Stood behind Barak and 
gave him courage to face the enemy. 


Hannah: Who stood misunderstand- 
ing by the priest who misjudged her, 
humbled _ herself, prayed for a son, 
then gave that son into the keeping of 
the priest who had misjudged her. 

The Shunamite: She opened her 
home and heart to the prophet of God, 
Elijah. 

Esther: Took her life in her hands 
for the sake of her people. 

Mary the Mother of Jesus: Was mis- 
understood and misjudged. 

Mary of Bethany: Broke the alabast- 
er box, gave her choice gift to the

with a 
Testimony 


HE life of a young man, struggling 
T through the faithless complexity 
of modern education with high hopes 
of taking his place among the pro- 
fessions, is an arduous one. This is 
even more so when the young man is 
aware that his faith in a personal God 
is being tested. 

Such a young man is Herbert E. 
Brood, now attorney at law. 
This is his story. 

Herb was reared in the warm and 
healthy atmosphere of Pentecost. In 
his relatively sheltered environment, 
he found academic success in grade 
school and high school. In the 8th 
grade he was declared president and 
valedictorian of his class and grad- 
uated with an average of over 95% 
for his first eight years of education. 

At the end of his four years at 
Salinas Union High School, Herb had 
attained quite a list of accomplish- 
ments. He was president of his class, 
in the upper 2%, academically, in the 
State of California, life member of the 
California Scholarship Federation, 
active in band, a member of the Jun- 
ior Statesman, receiving a scholarship 
to attend the California Junior States- 
men summer school for seven weeks. 
In addition to this he received the 
following scholarships: B. P. O. E. 
(Elks) Scholarship, Sears Scholar- 
ship, Redlands Scholarship and Yale 
University Scholarship. 
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Underneath this was the strong in- 
fluence of the lives of godly parents 
and a church where Christ and the 
ability to live a life for Him were 
taught. 

And then, as though preparing him 
for the testing days ahead, The Lord 
filled Herb with the Holy Spirit with- 
in 24 hours of receiving the YaleUni- 
versity Scholarship. This, as is borne 
out in his testimony, was the most 
practical spiritual experience that 
Herb could have received. 


At Yale the forces of unbelief were 
to be met head-on. Within a short 
period, Herb took six courses dealing 
with evolution of man. He recalls 
now, “There were three factors that 
enabled me to overcome. The pastor 
of the local Assembly of God with his 
wise counsel, good Christian books 
and the power of the Holy Spirit.” 
After four years he received a B. A. 
in Political Science and Economics, 
but more than this Herb’s faith had 
been tested and he knew something 
of the reality of his Christian testi- 
mony. 

It was at Yale that Herb learned 
an interesting combination. The qual- 
ity of his grades ran in ratio to the 
time he spent in devotion to the Lord. 
The more time he spent in devotions, 
the better his grades were. This is a 
principle that he has learned to follow 
and still applies in his work as an 


attorney. : 

Upon his graduation from Yale in — 
1958, Herb was drafted into the Army ~ 
where he soon found himself over-— 
seas in intelligence work. During his_ 
travels of 50,000 miles through 22 
countries, without the help of a chap- 
lain, he found, again, the Holy Spirit 
to be an ever present help. In a world 
of secrecy, he found this experience, 
the baptism in the Holy Spirit, to 
make all the difference. : 

After his term in the Army had ex- 
pired, Herb returned home and mar- 
ried Miss Audrey Alice Kesler, a 
school teacher from Cass, West Vir- 
ginia. They moved to California where 
he enrolled in the Stanford School of 
Law. 

It was here that he felt, once again, 
the guidance of his life under the dir- 
ection of the Holy Spirit. Herb testi- 
fies, “There were different logical pro- 
cesses that came to me involuntarily.” 
God was at work in the life of a man 
willing to give his all, and giving it, 
to help him understand and know 
things that were out of his knowledge. 


Soon after his graduation from law 
school, Herb was employed as Dep- 
uty District Attorney for Alameda 
County, his present position. One of 
his duties in this post is to watch legis- 
lation which concerns law enforce- 
yment, relating to district attorneys, 
chiefs of police and sheriffs. Some 
areas of his work concern the fight 
against pornographic or obscene lit- 
erature. 

The filthy books which are at the 
easy access of our young people, is 
something Herb feels Christians 
should make every effort to combat. 
California obscenity laws are inade- 
quate. Presently, there are ten bills 
before the legislature to improve these 
laws, and we must urge their passage. 

In addition to the opportunity he 
finds to hold high the Christian testi- 
mony in his work, he also is able to 
relate, from time to time, the experi- 
ence of a personal and satisfying 
relationship with God. 


Herb is active in his church, the 
Fremont Assembly of God, as well as 
being active in a number of civic 
groups. In all his activity he has no 
special aspirations, but declares, “I 
have one plan, that is to be a good 
Christian attorney.” 

He is allowed to practice privately 
as an attorney, but has found that it 
is far better to turn away business, 
which he has done, if it means taking 
time away from his devotions. This 
seems to sum up the life of this Christ- 
ian lawyer — give time to God, and 
He will provide His: best’ will for you.

So Junior Heads for Camp 


Does it seem possible that it is 
almost time to send your boy or girl 
off to camp again! Or maybe this will 
be the first camping experience for 
your kids. Wonderful. Help him get 
the most out of it. 


Remember - when a child goes away 
to camp it’s a big change for him. 
He’s leaving the security of the family 
for a new world. He may miss his 
friends, his home, his dog. 


Youll miss him too. What parents 
won't? But stop and think: are you 
going to be a “homesick parent?” 
“Homesick parents” can often produce 
a bad case of homesickness in their 
children. Don’t remind the youngsters 
of what theyre leaving behind, and 
how much you're going to miss them. 


Watch those letters. Especially the 
ones that say, “Mom and Dad miss 
you very much, and Rover barks for 
you every day. We cant wait until 

you get home.” 


Don’t call up your child the second 
or third day at camp. He's getting 
along fine . . . that is until he hears 
mother’s voice. One mother said: “I 
can't help but worry about Jimmy. 
I don’t want his to have to do things 
‘he doesn’t like.” 
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This is the wrong attitude. One of 
the greatest benefits a child can de- 
rive from a summer camp is learning 
to adjust to the group . . . to get along 
with others of his age group. Let him 
find his own way. It’s a step toward 
maturity. 

What about that crucial first day, 
when the parents leave the child at 
camp? Is there eevee you can do 
to make the break easier: 


There certainly is. For one thing - 
don’t stay too long. Let him get set- 
tled and move in his cabin or tent 
himself. No tearful farewells, please. 
They're. depressing. 


Don’t fuss over details - the child’s 
bunk, his clothes, food, etc. It can be 
embarassing to a child. 


On the other hand, it will help if 
you show interest in his new friends. 
It may kindle his interest - and leave 
a friendly atmosphere behind. 


Let the counselor and camp director 
know they have your confidence. Re- 
member this is a Christian camp, and 
the leaders are interested in your child 
spiritually as well as physically. 

So finally .. . after a cheerful fare- 
well... pray for the camp leaders and 
children - that this will be the best 


camp and one that will last in their 
memories of where they met the Lord 
in a real way. 

We want the camp experience to be 
a time of real fun for the kids. The 
fellowship with other Christian boys 
and girls can be of real encouragement 
at this time of their life. Then most of 
all we want this week to be one that 
will benefit them spiritually and help 
them to grow into strong Christian 
youth.
